St. PKTERSiinno, Nov. 19 —The fog which 
blow up the river Neva this morning hid 
from the vleiv the crowds of people who 
had assembled on tho opposite side. At S 
o'clock this morning the corroapondent 
entered the 'oalibedral ; it was scarcely 
lightH The undertakers were preparing the 
body for the last rites, while other workmen 
were hanging fresh drapery, etc. The lij;ht 
inside tho ohureh was very dim, b-ut a few 
massive candles near the bier mado tho 
whole interior a sceno of glittering mi\gnifi- 
cence. Tho pillatB throughout tho church 
were covered with silver and gold 
wroatho, and about a thousand 
other wreaths wore hung about 
the walls. The wreaths ecnt by tho various 
rulers throughout Europe wore placed about 
the daia. Tho wholo proaonUul a moat artia- 
effoot. The moBb artiutio wreath was 
that of tlio Ruabian army — a muafiive silver 
wreath, with silver and gold llaga and pen- 
ins. 

At nino o'clock, Holy John of Cronatadt, 
attended by a priest, entered the cathedral, 
and was engaged in prayer for some time. 
Prayers were constantly being said by the 
priests at the altar and at the head of tho 
coffin, where the heavily drapod Im- 
perial standard hung in silken 
folds, Tho white eilk -vvlndow curtains had 
been drawn down and tho windows were 
framed in black, through which a feeble 
light struggled. A silver wreath on a black 
cushion stood in the centre of the edifice 
fronting the altar. It was the wreath of 
Qaeeo viotoria. The arave, five feet deep, 
was uncovered at 9:30 am., and lined with 
flowers. The Cosaohs who were assisned to 
the duty of esoortihg the Imperial family, 
wore long red tcherkors and coats and 
picturetque Cirtridso pouches with red 
paahes across their breaata. The Red 
Hussars wore white and gold man- 
tles. Neurly ovory one present, even 
civilians, wore glittering orders and 
white, grey, blue and green uniforms, 
n-/ingled with the ladies' court coatuinea of 
black with trains. Each of ihu court ladies 
wore a silver modal upon her breast. A 
few gentlemen were In evening dreoa. The 
ailunoe of tho cathedral at this hour v/aa 
only broken by the voice of a priest oiToring 
prayers and the responaea of bia tv/o assist 
ants. 

At 9:50 the caudloa on the altar and 
fvround the bier wore lighted and the guard 
of generals aaaumod their places upon 
the daia near the foot of tho coffin. 
At ten o'olook the lorge choir which during 
tho service is eometimoa grouped up on 
either side of the altar, or at other times 
retiring behind the Ikonosks into tho sane 
tuary, suddenly burst into an anthoin. Such 
glorious muaio, no inatrumental niuaio ao 
companying it, has never been heard in u 
Greek church. The anthem, swelling, echo 
ing and diminishing until it was almost 
silent, then faintly, at first, growing in 
volume filled the grand edifice. A chant 
followed the anthem, and the buzz of con- 
versation wa« resumed nntil the intonations 
of the priests at the bier again drowned it. 
At 10 30, tlie time annonnoed for the begin- 
ning of the solemn mass for the dead, three 
guns annonnoed the arrival of the Czar 
Nicholas n and the Imperial family. 

The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg and 
the Arohimsndrites of tho Holy Synod re- 
ceived the Czar and tho other principal 
mourners at tho wo!,t duor. I'l ior to tho re- 
ception of tho Kmperor tho Motropolitan 
and the other members of tho Greek 
hierarchy, robed in white chasubles and 
wearing mitres with jp.woled domes, 
walked with lighted candles threo timea 
around tho bier. Having performed 
this ceremony thoy marched to tho 
door headed by tho (irand Master of 
ceremonies Count Woronzeoff-DaohkofT 
Tho Emperor and tho imperial family then 
walked into tho church and were oonduotod 
to the places upon the daia before tho uUar. 
When tho coreniimy of absolution waa 
reached the Motropolitan of St. Petersburg 
walked to the daia and bowed a number of 
tinits. The Emperor Nioholao alood upon 
tho pavement and tho Motropolitan making 
tho aign of the triple cross and bearing that 
emblem, pronounced the formula of abaolu- 
tion as follows : 

"Tho Lord Jesus Christ our God, who 
gave divine oommandmenta unto His holy 
disciples and apostles to bind and loose tho 
sins of the fallen, and from whom whom wo 
h^vo again received aathority to do the like, 
forgive thee, spiritnal child, whatever 
thou hast in the life that now is, voluntarily 
or involuntarily done, now and over, and to 
the ages of ages. Amen," 

After this ceremony the Metropolitan 
performed the same office with tho censor 
and later throw clouds of incense among tho 
multitude. Holy John of Cronatadt then, 
in a voice trembling in tone, thrilling 
throughout with evidences of cxtrome ago 
ond waning vigor, intoned a prayer, after 
which the conat-cration of tho sacrament 
took place. Only tho C/.ar and tho membora 
of tho Imperial family partook of tho sucra- 
mont. After tho saoramont followed tho 
most beautiful music conceivable. lii re- 
sembled a Gregorian chant, yot It was in 
but tow rsapeota Gregorian. The scene 
waa ono of aolomn magnifioenco seldom or 
novor witnosaod in a Christian church. At 
12:20 a massive jeweled bible was brought 
to the altar and tho metropolitan proocodod 
with tho mass, which woa concluded at 
12:i'50 Tho chief mournora then took fare- 
well of tho dead. Tho Cz>r firat stopped 
forward and kissed 'his dead father. 
Ho was followed by other membora 
of tho Imperial family and those 
bound by ties of blood or marriage. Tho 
lid of the oaskeb waa then fasteneoj and on 
the ahouldersof the Grank Dukes the caskot 
was home to the entrance of the Imperial 
vault, . the Emperor,.' the Prince of Wales 
and the other members of tho Imperial 
family following, -As the coffin was lowered 
Into the vault tho Czarina, who had boon 
under a terrible norvous strain, fell on hor 
knooB and wept. She was suiiportod by hor 
son, tho Czar, and led away sobbing. Tho 
ooroniony of casting earth upon tho coflin as 
It was lowered into tho voult waa observed 
by tho Princo of Wales and others of tho 
Imperial mourners as well as by the Czar. 
As the Cz»r left the grave the gnna of the 



fortrejH boomed and the infantry fired a 
volley of musketry, Tho bands played 
lively airs and marches and troops shouted 
" Long health to tho Emperor." Thousands 
of troops were stationed insido tho fortress, 
and occupied the bridges across tho river 
and all other avenues of access to the cathe- 
dral. Mass for the dead was celebrated in 
all of the large ohurohes threughout 
the . empire to-day. The house of Poter 
the Great, near the fortress, which 
is now a sanctuary, was crowded with 
devout slght-seers throughout the day. 

Berlin, Nov. 19,— The Emperor, ao- 
oomponied by the Empress and Prince 
Leopold, attended the requiem servioe in 
memory of the late Uz»r at the chapel of the 
Rueaian embassy to-day. 

LoN'DOlf, Nov. ' 19,— Requiem aervioo for 
tho Czar was beld.ltt the private chapel at 
Windsor Castle-; to-day, the Queen and 
Princess Loube .being present. -Bequiem 
services were also' 'held at Westminster 
to-day. . ' 

London, Nov. 19,— The Standard's cor- 
respondent in St. Petersburg gives a vivid 
description of the scenes around tho fortroea 
during tho last few days. He says: "On 
Sunday afternoon the streets and E(|uareB 
presented tho appoaranoo of a vast camp. 
On the day of the arrival of tho coffin order 
was kept by gondarmes. But that duty wua 
now undertaken by Cossacks, who, with 
knouts and tho moroilesa hools of their wild 
horses, kept tho roadways clear for carriagea 
regardless of tho limbt; or livea of tho people. 
From the fortreaa gate for moro than u mile 
in all directions stretched a seething, strug- 
gling, auH'ocating mass of human beings, 
whom oven the Coanaoka were unable to 
keep biok. Then the fire engines were 
brought into play, their hose was dipped 
into the Neva, and a powerful jet of water 
waa turned against tho mob, which acattercd 
liko chafT, only to bo forced back by tho 
pressure behind. The Coaaauka struck 
tho people aoroaa the faces with great whips. 
In the Borimmage a man waa killed by a 
kick aiid a boy was auffooated. Having with 
some difficulty fought my way out I wont to 
the Mitinaky bridge ncor tho bourse, upon 
my right ; in tho front rank of the apectat- 
ors stood a man of about forty five years, 
dressed as a peasant and wearing a long 
beard. At a quarter before 3 o'clock 
a closed state carriage passed, fol- 
lowed by^ the 'Cz» Nicholas and the 
Grand Duke Nicole In an open Viotoria. 
As they passed at a gentle trot tho man 
above mentioned— with a couple of bounds, 
sprang into' the road and thrusting ono 
hand under the breast of his coat, withdrew 
a packet which he threw at the Czar, at; 
whose feet it fell. The Cznr started buck, 
then coolly picked up tho packet, the excite- 
ment of those standing round at highoac 
point, everybody believing an attempt had 
been made upon tho Czar's life. Instantly 
a dozen bystanders seized the offender 
and ho was hustled off' to the guard house. 
Tho Czar's carriage drove on amid the mur- 
murs of the crowd. Subsequently it was 
announced that tho packet contained a 
petition and that the Czar had accepted the 
petition. ^ Whether it wai an ordinary 
petition is open to some doubt, tho extra- 
ordinary coolness and adroitness of the man 
having raised a luspiclon that hia peaaant'a 
dress was a diegulae. Although many per- 
sons witnessed the occurrence there is not a 
word about it In any of the papers. 

The Standard's St. Petersburg corre 
spondont says : " The various ministers aro 
busy preparing lists of crimiuala to be 
pardoned on the occasion of the Czar'a 
marriage. A manifesto proclaiming im- 
perial clemency will probably be issued on 
the day after the marriage.

Bowell 
and Larke have been engaged in visiting the 
mannfaotnring centres, and there has been a 
moat gratifying response to the overtures 
made to them in respect of Australian trade. 
Mr. Jjarko's headquarters will be at Sydney, 
but ho will visit the different cities 
of tho Australian colonies and New Zealand, 
and at all times will . be glad to 
furnish information to Canadian manufao- 
tnrers and exporters as to the possibilities 
of opening up 'trade with Australia. He 
will supply data respeoting tho icijuiro- 
ments of the two countries, and in every 
way possible will facilitate trade develop, 
ment between Canada and tho great Aus- 
tralian continont. As showing tho close 
intimacy which is springing up between 
Canada and Australia, it may be alated that 
couvontiouB have just been concluded for 
tho direct Intorohango of money orders. 
Although tho preliminaries only havo been 
agreed on, already orders aro being drawn 
by Canadian clilccs.

butchery at Batok, Bulgaria, which sent a 
thrill of horror through the civillzsd world. 
The trouble began with the refusal of the 
Armenians to pay taxes, on the plea that 
the frequent Kurdish raids bad impover- 
ished them. Meantime the governor of 
Bitlis reported that aerloua revolts had 
broken out, ar.d obtained permission to 
send all obtainable troopa to the scene. ' 
Before this imposing array of regulars the 
Armenians tamely submitted. 

The governor of Bitlis, however, ordered 
tho troopa to fire on the defenseless people 
and the soldiers rested from their labors 
only when twenty.five villages were destroy- 
ed and thousands . of people ^killed. Mr. 
Hallman, the Bdtish consul at Varna, re- 
ported to the BH^sh' ambassador, who pro- 
tested to the pointer The sultan expressed 
horror end ordered an immediate report 
from Marshal Reki, which seriously involv- 
ed the governor of Bitlis. Tho latter, as a 
moans of obtaining rovenge, formulated the 
charge against Mr. Hallman of inciting the 
Armenians to revolt. This is being inves' 
tigated. 

London, Not. 18. — Tho chairman of tho 
Armenian Patriotic .\8sooiation, G. Hago- 
pen, sent the following letter from an 
Armenian, whoso name is not given because 
it would jeopardize his life, to tho Earl of 
Kimberly, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs : 

I have no reason to doubt tho authen- 
ticity of the details. Tiioy will bo borne out 
by fuller official reports, which have been 
or will soon bo reoeived from the British 
agents in Armenia. The eventa reported 
are the ro-euaotment of tho Bulgarian 
atrocities with all their moat sickonlng de- 
tails of fiendish lust and atrocious cruelty on 
unarmed Chrlatians and defeoselees, Inno- 
cent women and ohildrec, deliberately 
planned and ruthlessly executed under orders 
received from Constantinople." 

_ " Hagapoon " oontinued : " The Kurds 
did most of the work, while they only 
obeyed the orders of others. It is said that 
100 fell to each of them to dispose of. No 
oompasaion was shown to age or.sex even.by,., 
the regular soldiers, 'not even when the vie y 



timsfell suppliant- ab .their, feet. .Sixteen 
thousand persona met saoh' a fate as' even 
the darkest: ages of , darkest AfrioaMiad 
hardly witnessed. In one place 300 or 400 
women, after being forced to servo vile pur- 
poses for the meroiless soldiers, were hacked 
to pieoea by sword and bayonets in the val- 
ley below. 

" In another place some 200 weeping and 
wailing women bogged for compassion, fall- 
ing at the commander's feet, but the blood- 
thiraty wretch, after ordering their viola- 
tion, directed hia soldiers to dispatch them 
in a similar way. In another place some 
sixty young brides and the more attractive 
girls were crowded into a church, and after 
violation were slanghtered, and humaiigors 
was soon flowing from the church floor. 

" At another place a large company undor 
the leadership of the priests, fell dowa 
before them begging for compaasion, srd. 
averring that thoy had nothing to 
do with the culprits. But all to no 
purpose.

A groat effort was made to aave ono beauty, 
but threo or four quarreled over her, and 
sbeaank down like bar sisters. The tale isi 
too horrible to toll in all its atrocity," 

Tho Weetmlnater Gizette says : 
" Nothing but an Arab raid can compare 
with the brutality in Armenia. In Afriop. 
the victims are at least given the chance of 
slavery. The ports has carried out nono of 
Us promises and it is time it was brought 
sternly to book. If it persists In giving a 
fi?ee hand to ita governors in Asia Minor and 
oonfines itself to sending out transparently 
false official oontradiotions it must take die 
consequences, and the sooner it is told this 
the better." 



CAHNOT BE DELAYED. 

Social Bevolntlon at Hand In America Sooner 
Than In Any Other Country. 

London, Nov. 19.— Reynolds! Bewipspe>r, 
the organ of the extreme radical and social- 

Istic element of tho English wage-workers, 
takes a gloomy view of present and future 
oonditiona lu tho U. S. In an editorial on 
tho oonditiona it takes occasion to aay : 

It seems that New York ond other chief 
towns of tho country aro being studded with 
fortreaaoa. Wo havo seen some sketches of 
theso bastllea, and certainly they look for- 
midable enough to stand a tough alege. Aro 
tho conaoiencos of millionaires pricking 
themselves ? Thoy are aware that their in- 
dustrial swindles havo made them ohjecta of 
loathing to the whole working class com- 
munity. At the same time tho conditlun of 
trade in America is very far from satisfact- 
ory. There, as hero, many thousand work- 
men are among the unemployed. We have 
always been of the opinion that we shall 
have a social revolution in Amerioa sooner 
than in any other oonntry. The ipeotaole 
presents Itself of a limited nnmber of indi- 
viduals of enormous wealth, and a large 
flaating, shifting, , misoellaneons population 
of many nationalities living alinost from 
hand to mouth. The peculiar oiroumstan- 
oos of American development havo hitherto 
provontod tho crisis being acute ; in other 
words, tho largo extent of virgin territory 
enabled tho swarming populations that 
poured into tho republic to obtain a liveli- 
hood. Tho virgin soil is now nearly oxhouat- 
cd, and as wo havo had reason to anticipate 
during tho recent terrific atrikes, the tug of 
wor cannot long bo delayed."

The roBoluiion granting theatroot railway 
franobiao of Kobeon stroot laat \oar was 
reacindod to-night by council. 

The Bale of land by auction on which ar- 
rears of taxes had accumulated for two years 
started to-day. All day Saturday and up to 
noon to-dwy there was a ruah at the city 
hall, the clerks being scarcely able to accom- 
in)dato people desiring to pay oil' the arroara 
of taxoa on land oll'ered for sale. The sale 
opened at "2 o'clock. Only three lots were 
sold when the aale was adjourned until Wed- 
nesday. The lots were on West Haatinga 
streets and brought §00. 

About half-past ton on Saturday night 
James Burna, sixteen years of age, died at 
the hospital under unusual circumstances. 
He was shooting with a companion aoroaa 
the Inlet and in drawing the gun towards 
him the hammer aoraped the thwart of the 
canoe and diaoh&rRed the gun, the ohargu 
entering the forearm. Hieoompanion, Robert 
Brown, was obliged to row the wounded 
young man all the way home aa the Siwashea 
oloae oy would not help him. On arriving 
at Vanoouver poor Burns wafi taken to the 
hospital. The forearm was dressed and it 
was deoidod by the attending doctor to save 
the arm. When the dootora left they pro- 
nounced the patient out of all immediate 
danger, but he never came to from 
the effects of the ana'sthotic and died 
shortly after the doctors loft. The doctors 
say that death was duo to the combined in- 
fluences of lo9s of blood and the effiict of the 
shock on the heart. The funeral took place 
to-day. Aa death ensued moat unexpectedly 
when the doctors had pronounced the patient 
out of danger, the coroner investigated the 
oircumstanoea, but decided that an inqueat 
waa unneoeBsary. 

WEST-IIINSTEK. 

Nkw Wkstminstke, Nov» 19. — The 
abmpt departure of o£5cial stenographer 
Burton from Westminster renders it neces- 
sary to hold part of the asylum investi- 
gation over again, as Burton's notes taken 
at the investigation were not extended. 
Burton has been seen in Seattle. 

The Marcus Cox investigation took place 
to-day. The evidence bronghb out the fact 
that Gox'a house waa in an Indeaoribably 
filthy condition, Mra. Cox bad no clothing, 
amd when abe took to btfd nothing waa done 
for her by her miaerly hnaband. Sores 
broke oat on her body and vermin 
aggravated them, their combination with a 
lack of proper food causing her death, 
The verdict was that Mrs. Cox came to her 
death from old age. Cox was censured, but 
.allowed to go unpunished on account of his 
ol I age. 

While Justice Bole was presiding in the 
larijo courtroom at Westminster, Justice 
MoCrelght was holding court up stairs, 
lit-fore the latter the celebrated Band 
p 'aoy case opened on Satuaday. " Twenty- 
o :d Indians wore charged that on 
the "JTth June last they did make 
r;volt In, and turn rebola on, 
Kud did piratically run away with the 
schooner C. D. Rand, a British ship, at a 
certain place 25 leagues from the Kodiak 
islands." The first witness, Capt. Wester- 
land of the Rand, was put in the box, hia evi- 
dpnce lasted for the rest of the sitting and 
b-. ing continued all day to-day. The story as 
already published was reviewed and brought 
out in detail by cross-examination. The 
cue will probably be oonolnded on Wed- 
nesday. ' 

NAVAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 19. — The funeral of the 
unfortunate miner William Quail took place 
yesterday afternoon In the preaence of a 
large concourse of employes of the Nan&imo 
colliery. It ia understood that no action is 
to be taken with regard to the coroner's 
jury's censure of Webater and Wilson for 
neglet cof duty in connection with the 
fatality,

oualy ill. 

PLIIMPKK PASS. 

Plumper Pass, Nov. 19. — A Swede fish- 
erman residing at Cowichan gap was taking 
a boat load of dogfish oil to Vancouver on 
Thursday last, but when halfway across the 
gulf a heivy gale sprang up and the 
craft capsized, throwing its occupant into 
the water. Ho, however, clung to the boat 
and after drifting for eight hours was picked 
up oGf East Point by a fisherman named 
Williams.

GANNON GUILTY. 

He la Found by tUo Police Mftglstriito to 
Have ABaauItod Mr. Oownn ou 
Wednesday Night. 

Tho assault oases growing out of the 
trouble between Mr. Mayuard H. Cowan 
and Thomas Gannon at the outer wharf on 
Wednesday night laat came up in the police 
court yesterday morning. Thomas Gannon, 
Thomas Flaney and Robert Delgarno wore 
all charged with assaulting Mr. M. H. 
Cowan, and Delgaruo and Gannon were also 
charged with assaulting Mr. Cowan's 
brother, Mr. J. E Cowan. 

Thomas Gannon's oase was taken up first, 
Mr. George E. Powell appearing for the 
prosecution and Mr. H, E. A. Gourtenay for 
the defence. , ,. 

The plaintiff stated thatiQaanOh hftd used 
bad language to him, had thrown him down, 
and whon ho got up and asked for an officer 
Constable Smith had laughed at him. Mr. 
Molroso, tho night watchman, had shoved 
Gannon away. Would have been backward 
in accepting aaaiatanco from Smith aa he 
thought him in tho conspiracy. 

T. W. Molroao did not hear plaintiff call 
for an officer, but told practically the same 
atnry as the plaintiff. 

Frank Nelson had heard Gannon the day 
after tho assault say the affair wuu a put up 
job to stop Cowan going away to California, 
as ho owed him (Gannon) §,')0. 

Conatablu Sioith aaid he had gone to tho 
outer wharf in company with Gannon as ho 
had been told thoro waa likely to bo trouble. 
Ho was not ou duty, however. Ho waa out 
on tho wharf, and seeing tho people orowil 
together ran into the ahed juat in time to 
aoa Cowau getting up. Mr. Cowau did not 
ask him to arrest any one however. Saw 
young Cowau being held by Delgarno, The 
elder Cowan aaid, " You are a nice man to 
laugh when you see an aaaault." 

•* I'm not laughing at you " replied wit- 
ness *' but at that kid," pointing to young 
Cowon who waa boiug held by Delgarno. 

" Well that kid's my brother and he's a 
man " retorted plaintiff. 

Witness had been aaked by Gannon 
earlier in the day if Mr. Gowau oould bo 
stopped from going to California as he owed 
him (Gannon) moneys He replied that he 
did not think so ttDleBa tho debt was over 
$100. He had told Gannon if be had trouble 
with Cowan both wonld be arrested. Had 
offered the Chief to go oat to 
the wharf In oase there was trouble. 
Witness aaid he had seen the witnesa get- 
ting np and went nearer to him, expecting 
to be asked to arrest some one. Had not 
aaked plaintiff if ho wanted anyone arrcatod. 

Thomas Gannon, the defendant, swore 
that tho plaintiff " pushed " him first and it 
waa only then that ho threw plaintiff down. 
Though Melrose aud plaintiff had said de- 
fendant used an opprobrious epithet to 
Cowan, Gannon denied that be had. 

After some further unimportant testimony 
the Magistrate found Gannon guilty of the 
assault, but deferred sentence till this morn- 
ing, when the other cases will ba heard.

The Platform Drafted With Nomeroas 
' Important Beform 
FiaukB.' 



A new pnblio body, the broad objeot of 

whoso exiatenoe ia to take an active interest 
in ttll mensures aiming for tho good govern- 
meafc and geaerul, improvement of tho 
oity, has aprnng into being. The 
organization was first suggested at a 
meeting of the Board of Trade committeo 
on advertising Viotorla, when tho majority 
of tliose present oamo to tho oonolusion that 
there would bo little gained in tho direotion 
of drawing trade or attracting tourieta 
hither unleas Victoria tirat be made what 
Ijaturo had intended her to bo— a model 
city. Proper aowerugo, improved aanita- 
tion generally, good water and clean streets 
abould, it was hehl, come iirat ; having se- 
cured these the advortieing might; properly 
be looked to. Yestcrduy tho moving spirits 
in the mat^ter held u mcuiiDg in the Uoard of 
Trade rooms with Mr, C. K. Ronouf pro- 
siding. There were ten or a dozen re pre- 
sentative busineas men present, and the die 
cusaion showed all to be heartily ia sym- 
pathy with the spirit and objects of tho pro 
posed Msooiatinn. By reqaest of the ohalr, 
Secretary F. Elwortiiy tatroduoed the dis- 
oassion by reading the appended rough draft 
of constitution, prepared with that of the 
Montreal Good Government Aasooiation as a 
model : 

"1. This crganiz»tion shall bs known as 

the ('ivic Reloim Assouiatiou ot Victoria. 

" 2. The officers shall ba a president, two 
vice-presidents, hon, oeotetary, hon. treas- 
urer, and an executive committee of twelve. 
The duties of tho executive committee shall 
bo to generally direct tho business of the 
ABBOuiatlon on such lines as shall in their 
opinion beat secure tho objecta hereinafter 
Bet forth, They ahall control tho funds of 
the Aasooiation. Seven ir.onibora ahali con- 
stitute a quorum of tho executive committee. 

" ;i Members ahall bo nominated at one 
meeting of the executive and balloted for at 
the next regular meeting. A two-thirds 
vote of the members preaent ahall be necca- 
aary to elect. 

" -t Tho minimum foa entitling to a vote 
ahall be live dollars (So.) payable [annually 
in advance. 

"5. Meetiugaof tho executiveahall bo held 
at. the Call of the presidont or the request of 
any three members of the executive. Meet;- 
inga of tho aaacoiation shall bo held month- 
ly. Special general meetinga of the associa- 
tion shall be called at any time on requiai- 
tion of ten members. The general annual 
meeting of the aaaociation shall be held on 
the grat Monday in October. 

" G Amendments to the above constitu- 
tion may be proposed at any special or gen- 
eral meeting of the assoolation and voted on 
at the following meeting ; a two-thirds vote 
of members present being required. 

"7. Ihe objacta of this association arc, 
to promote the good government of this 
mnnioipality, and generally the advance- 
ment of the oity of Yiotoria." 

IChe chairman explained that the " good 
government and general advancement of the 
oity " would be found to give the associa- 
tion ample scope in whieh to do eff-iotive 
work. Ic would inolnde good streets, good 
tewers, good water, and good santiation 
generally. 

Mr. William Jensen was heartily in ac- 
cord with tho idea, and thought that tho 
city needed just such an aaaociation. He 
ventured the auggeation thai more advant- 
age would bo gained by tho city generally 
if the aldermen were elected hereafter by 
vole of all the citiceos, ward distinctions be- 
ing obliterated, 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt thought that this 
was a matter wliich should more properly 
come up for consideration a littlo later in 
tho history of the association. Broadly the 
queaf.ion now was " is thia association neccs- 
airy ? " and if ao *' are theao the proper 
linea upon which to eatabliah it? " He held 
that the aaaociation ahould strengthen the 
bands of the city council in all good -.vorks, 
confer with them, and generally work with 
them for the material advancement and bet- 
terment of tho oity. 

Mr. Renouf remarked that there had bni n 
a Citizens' Aaaociation brought into exist- 
ence here about two years ago ; it had fallen 
through ohieily because it had gone to work 
without first adopting a definite platform. 
It was well to learn the lessons taught by 
experience. 

Mr. William Templeman agreed that the 
idea war all right, but did not think tho 
platform as ontlined in section seven suflici- 
eotly specific. The assooiation should have 
a wider objeot of exiatenoe than the election 
of certain men to nldermanio ( fBcos at tho 
next municipal oleoiioDS. It should aim to 
educate public opinion on certain well do- 
dntd linen. fiivored the incorporation of 
Home oi tho huada under which tho agaociii- 
tion propoBcd to work for tho improveiiieut 
of tho oily witii thiasoveaih section. 

Hy suggestion of Ihe chairman tho draft 
constitution woe then taken up soriatiiii 
and thuii coneidered. Tho (irst section waa 
iiinondnd by tho charging of tho asBooia- 
tion'rt niiino lo thut of tho "Tho Civic Iiii- 
proviiiiu'iita Aamciation of Victoria." Sec- 
"iriiin two and fhreu paased unchanged ; tho 
fie w iH mmk' J:i iiiu'oad of $o as originally 
propoHed ; hicuou tivo satisfied all present j 
ami iK ctioii tlx it va»s not thought necessary 
to alter or amend. 

On reaching aeolion aoven Mr, Templeman 
proposed that it bo eoniuwhat elaborated, 
and after diecuhaion, on \\h motion, the fol- 
lowing waa aubitiiuted for section seven in 
tho original draft : 

" Tiio objects of thia aaaociation are to 
promote good government of tho munici- 
pality, and generally tho advancment of 
the oity of Victoria, in order that it may be 
made ft clean, healthful and beautiful oity. 
To this end the assoolation shall support 
measures for the systematia carrying out of 
the following : 

" (a) For the completion of the sewers. 

" (b) For the paving of alt basinesa 
streets and leading thorougfafarea. 

" (c) For the improvement of the water 
ecrvico. 

"(d) For cHicient street lighting and the 
proper reeulation of eleotrio wiring. 

" (' ) For the nialntenacoe of clean Streets, 
free from unneoessary obstructions or dia- 

liguromontH. 

" (f) For tho improvements of the general 
sanitary arranKcnioril of tho city, 

" (g) For the enforcement of existing by- 
lawB and tho amendment of thoBO thal< arc 
now dofeotivo. 

"(h) For the improvement of parks and 
recreation grounds. 

" (i) With a view to efrcctlug these ro- 
forma to consult wilh, adviso and assist tho 
Mayor and council for tho time being, and 
generally to encourage and support every 
proposition having (or its objoot the better- 
ment of the oity along the lines hero in- 
dicated." 

Other lines of oiylo Improvement were 



touohftd upon in debate— tho reclamation of 
the Janien lliy liita, the removal of tho lu- 
dim reservation, the building up of tho 
poUcp and firo departments — but it was 
thought that the platform was still left 
br9ud enough to enable the assooiation to 
deal with all these and similar anbjectu of 
publio interest and concern. 

"There is enough speolfiad already," 
commented CbairmaD Benonf in passing, 
" to keep the associatioa usefully employed 
for several years." . - 

The amended draft was then placed in 
the hands of a apeoial committeo oonsiating 
of Messrs. Ronouf, Templeman and the 
Secretary (Mr. Eiworthy), by them to bo 
further revised if necessary for submission 
to a general meeting next Monday evening. 
This committee will gladly reoeive prautioal 
suggestions which may with advantage be 
incorporated in this constitution ; and it is 
hoped that public spirited oitizeos will not 
be backward in cxpresaing their views on 
the subject as speedily as poE.sible. Nothing 
further wna done at yesterday's meeting 
which stands adjourned until nest Monday 
evening. 

SHIPS AND SUIPFINtt. 

Yesterday's Karly Jlornliig Storm and Its 
.Serious Work— Wiiterfront (josalp. 

Ycaterday'a early morning wind atorm 
waa certainly the moat aevcre thut haa re- 
cently visited Victoria, Its severity waa 
felt moat on tho water though, of courBo, all 
frail fencoa, aigns, etc., coming within ita 
awoep auffored couaidcrably. Along the 
waterfront amull crafts lay pinioned to their 
respective wharves, whilo tho larger ones 
which did atir had dillloulty in making 
head way, Among ihsoe wore tho City of 
Kingston and George i'^. Starr, the two 
Sound steamers, which wcro delayed in 
port several hours though making numerous 
tffiirts to get away. At the outer wharf 
the seas rolled high nnd strongi and the 
bark Melrose which haa been discharging 
ooal on the wharf for several days, being 
poorly tied, broke adrift, and bad it not 
been for tho presence ol mind shown by 
Captain Kalb, her master, would have fared 
badly. As it waa, she oame into collision 
with tho tug Lome, sniaahing tho latter's 
rail, liy thia time she had on good head- 
way, but Captain K ilb had his anchor 
oaat, which saved the vessel from going 
ashore. The Lorne only came in from the 
Cape a short time prior tn the accident. 
In tho heavy tompoet at Lho Capo she struck 
her bow against tho bark Detroit, which she 
was taking to N'anuimo for coal, and did 
cnnsiderablo damajjo. Apart from theao in- 
cidents no other damage waa reported along 
tho water front, though more will, no 
doubt, be heard of in ttie coureo of a few 
days. 

Tine 'kki.'^co iio.\ts. 
The City of Puebla and tho Walla Walla, 
of tho P. C. S. S. line, arrived ia port yes- 
terday. The latter brought from California 
but .37 odd tons of freicht for Victoria. Ali 
told she only carried 33 passengers, of whom 
1(3 were in the steerage. Those leaving here 
in the evening on the Pnebla were : B, 
Fairley, J. Greaves, A. Matins, B. Chip. 
chase, W. E. Allan and ohild, Graoe Sully, 
Miss Patterson, Mrs. W. H. Thompson, 
Mrs. A. J. Briggs and two children and B. 
J. Melzler. 

JIAUI.Ni; NOTKH. 

For several tripa lately tlio George K. 
Starr's inward cargo has consisted mainly of 
wheat from Seattle. On Sunday sho brought 
in 1,200 odd sacks for the Victoria (lour 
mills, and this morning another large con- 
signment is expected by her. 

The Northern Pacific liner Sikh sails out- 
ward to-morrow and on calling hero will re- 
oeive about "200 tons of cargo, including 100 
tins of Hour and .OO.OOO feet of lumber. 
This will tttko up all the extra freight room 
oj tho ship. 

This evening the steamer City of Kings- 
ton comes over on her regular run from the 
Sound in place of the City of Seattle, wbioh 
yesterday went off the route.

A POSTHUMOUS PAPER. 

The lace Mr. Meroier in the last years of 
hia Ufa exhibited a jealousy and a dislike of 
the English which it is diflSonlfc to aeoonnt 
for. It is prohable that he attribated his 
dowDfall to the ioflaenbe of the Anglo-Saxon 
element in the population of Qaebeo and, 
perhaps, of the Dominion. In this he was 
very greatly mistaken. Hiu politioal ruin 
was due to neither his Enelish nor his 
Freaoh fellotr-opnntrymeB, bnb to hia own 
weatcoesaea and folliea. When Mr. Meroier 
woo his election and beoame Premier of 
Qaebeo he poaseased the' aupport and had 
the good wishes of a very large propor- 
tioQ of the EogUah-speaking people, not 
only of his own province but of all the pro- 
vinces. They knew that he was an able and 
an eaergotic man, and they believed that he 
woaldeSeota thorongh reform in adminis- 
trative methods in the' Province of Quebec 
When they were reluctantly forced to the 
couoluaion thot Mr. Mercier'a rule v/as not 
only not bettor, but in many respects worse 
than that of hia predocossora many of the 
Liberals of Quebec, both Fronoh and Eng- 
liab, oonld support him no longer, and bo 
lost the respect and esteem of the English - 
speaking iohabitants of the other provinces. 
There can be no doubt that Mr, Mercier'a 
fall in the estimation of the Anglo-Saxon 
element of the population of tiie Dominion 
was owing wholly to the moral as well as the 
political defects of hia administration. 

lb was observed tliab after hia fall his at- 
titude towards hia Eogliab fellow-oonntry 
men became changed and he also ceased to 
be an admirer of British institutions and 
Britiah rule. Before ho died ho prepared a 
paper which Le Monde has just published. 
Tiiia ia how it la described by the Toronto 
Kmpire : "A posthumous publication in Le 
Monde from bia(Meroier's) pen bequeaths to 
those he considers his political heirs the 
scorn and hatred against the Kogliah which 
he muBcd and brooded upon. Tlio estimate 
of English character set down in this re 
markablo document is such as an embittered 
and hostile man would form, but it is not 
true." 

It seems to us that a French-Canadian 
should lie the last man in tho world to say a 
dispttragiog word of tho Britiah people or to 
make u Imrah renmrk uljout llritiub rule. 
Wo believe Lhiit hiatory hiiB no roeord of u 
conquered people being so gouorously treat- 
ed by their oonquerors as were the French- 
Canadians of Qaebeo by the British nation. 
Thoy have been aooordod all the rights and 
privilogeB ot eubjeots of Britiah [extraction. 
Thorn has lioon no distinction to their dia- 
aJvivQlugo between them and their English- 
speaking follow subjects. They were al 
lowed to retain their own lawa, their 
own language and their own religion. They 
have bad beaidea their full share of all tho 
rights of self-government conceded by 
Groat Britain to tho inhabitants of Canada 
French Cinadiuna aro to day as froo a peo 
pie as is to bo found in any country in tho 
world. They enjoy the protection of a 
great and powerful nation witbont being re 
qaiced to pay a single cent towards tho 
maintenance of Ita army or its navy. Their 
connection with Great Britain ia only to bo 
perceived by the favors which thoy receive 
at hor hands. If Quebec wore a French 
colony its inhabitants would not bo as free 
as thoy ore, and they would nob enjoy so 
many privileiteaand advantages at such little 
cost. French-Canadians are nob Great 
Britain's atopohildren. Thoy aro fosler- 
obildren who reoolvo more favors and greater 
indulgenca than those who ore hers by 
nature, Very few EDglish-speakIng Cana- 
diana complain of this. On the contrary, 
they are proud that their country has 
treated the Frenoh-Canadiana with large- 
hearted and enlightened liberality. They 



arc glad to be able to boast that if an 
account of favors shown and privileges 
grantedjby Great. Britain to British-Cana- 
dians anci French-Canodiatia were truly and 
honestly made out, the balance would be on 
tho side of the French-Canadians. 

It appears to ua imposaible for any honest 
man, either Engliah-Cunadlan or Frouch- 
Canadian, to avoid coming to this conclusion. 
Tho fa^ts that lead to it are many, they aro 
conspicuous and they are undeniable. That 
Mr. Morcler came to a dilleront oonolusion 
can only be accounted for by charitably be- 
liovtug that his paper is the prtiluot of a 
mind warped and aourcd by disappoint- 
ments and enfeebled by a long sucoesaion of 
worrie8,_oarea and anxietiea. We are quite 
sure that he would nob have written in such 
a strain when he was well and proaperoua 
and when he was fib to exercise the full 
strength of his intellectual powers, Mr. 
Moreior, who wrolo that weak, (juerulous, 
illogical essay, was not the 'Meroier who, in 
the face of the moat f armidable oppcaition, 
won the general election of ISS7. 



A BUSINESS QUESTION. 

The Times ia evidently determined to 
make what capital it can out of the action 
of the Council of the Board of Trade in on 
dorsing the petition of the opium importera 
to ullovv tho rubbish or covering to bo free of 
duty. It aaya : " Tlio action of the Umni 
oil of the Board of Trade in ueing 
ita influence in behalf of tho irallic 
in opium is very generally condemned." 
And then inatead of rationally diaopssing 
tho question at issue it rambles off |nto a mat- 
ter on which the Council of tho ]!oard of 
Trade was not asked to express an opinion. 

The question involved in the importera' 
petition is one of common sonao and common 
honesty. The morality or the imoraiity of 
the opium, trade has nothing whatever to do 
with it. The question is, is the Colleotor 
of Customs warranted in charging duty on 
any part of tho " outward roll or cover- 
ing of tho opium." To discuea this 
intelligently two things are evidently 
neceeaary. To read the tariff and to ex- 
amine the opium ball, neither of which the 
leader writer of the Times aeema to have 
done. Here is the item ss it appears in the 
Tariff literatim et pnnctnatim :" 

" Opium, crude, the outward ball or 
covering to bo froo of duty — $1 per lb." 

When the ball of optum is cut in two the 
onbward covering appears to be of uniform 
thiolcneas and consistency. It is simply 
a shell or omat enoloaing the opium. 
Ia the whole of thia shell or crust 
to be free of duty or only a part of 
it ? Tho Council of the Board of Trade 
evidently beliove that tho tariff means 
what it says, and they consequently consider 
the petition aaka for only what is fair. We 
ahonld like to aee how the Timea interpreta 
the tariff. 



patient or to ' a'ibealtiiy peraon. The Coun- 
cil of the British Institute of Prjsventive 
Modioine now fool it to be their duty to pro- 
ceed on a very much larger scale so as to be 
able to supply the groat and ever-increasing 
demand of British practice. And it may 
bo remarked that the anti-toxino 
is 'likely to be largely employed 
nob only for tho treatment of persons 
nlrondy atti^ckod with diphtheria, bat also 
for ihii protection of nurses and p ktionta, 
¥(ir it appe.vra to bo a beautiful property of 
thia suba'anoo that) a niugle admiiiiatratiou 
of it to a healthy peraon, with no ninro pain 
than is cccasiontd by a auboutaneouu injec- 
tion of morphia, confers an immunity which, 
though of not very long duration, would be 
amply euiliaiont to proteob bbo as attending 
on a diphtheric patient from an atbook of 
tho disease. 

Tho demand for the serum is apparently 
greatly in exoess of the supply, and Dr. 
Ernest Hart in un article in tho Medical 
Journal shows how enough of tho 
anti-toxino to supply tho profession can bo 
had at a reasonable price. Tho price of 
even a single doso, both in England and on 
the Continent, haa hitherto been very high. 
This Is what Dr. Hart says about the work 
of the Institute of Preventive Medicine 
alluded to in the extract from the Times : 

Moreover, theaerum obtained from thoi 
InstitntewlU bs furnished under circum-' 
staroes which will satisfy certain important 
(kmlerata not always obtainablo when the 
fluid is obtained through oommeroial sources. 
In the Urst plc.oo ib will bo supplied at the 
bure cnjt of produotion and not with any oye 
to priilit. Under thoao circumstances it ia be- 
lieved Uint a c(Uintity aniiiclent for a dose 
in any ordinaiy cato cun bu furnished at 
a coat wh'ch aball not exceed (id. to 9.1. , 
v/liereaH the mixture hitherto sold bore from 
abroad Iuhi vaiied from .Vi. to lUd, for the 
\re(|uisito dose. Inasmuch as one dose ia 
usually aiillijient, and rarely, if ever, two 
are rc(juired, the total cost of tho thorapeu, 
tic material will not exceed Od. or la. Od,, so 
that the drug will not be moro expensive 
than the usual medicaments employed. 

If the antl-toxtne prove as effective as it 
is said to be by physicians of high standing, 
it will bo most important to have a supply 
within reach -ivhich can bo depended upona.s 
genuine, and which will bo cheap enough to 
boused by the poor ua well aa the rich,

THE DIPHTHERIA DURE. 

Tho new treatment for diphtheria ia gain- 
ing ground in both Europe and America. 
The best men of the medical profession are 
observing its effects closely. The British 
Medical Journal of October 'JO, devotes no 
less than three pages ol its space to a dis- 
cussion of tho merits of unti-toxino and to a 
record of cases treated. The general result 
aooms to be that when genuine anti-toxino 
is administered when the diaeaae ia in tho 
first stages, cure is almost certain, and tho 
most encouraging results have been obtained 
when patients who haa been ionf 
aufToring from tho diseaeo wore inocu 
lated with tho serum. Wo take tho 
following extract from an artiolo on " Dr. 
Roux's New Treatment" in the London 
Weekly Times of November 2 : 

Sir Joseph Lister, chairman of the Coun- 
cil of the British Institute of Preventive 
Madiciue, writes saying that men of tho 
highest scientific character in Germany and 
Franno, after giving tho new remedy an ex- 
tended trial in various hospitals, have 
arrived indopondontly of each other ab tho 
cniicluaioii that, if applied iu tho early 
stages of tho complaint, it is an almost in- 
fallible euro ; while ovon patients coming 
under treatment at a late period of tho 
disease, and under olrcuiiistances which 
would formerly have been oonsiderod desper- 
ate, have boon reacucd by it from tho grave. If 
those statements roproaent the truth, every 
lover of mankind must rejoioo. Diphtheria 
has boon increasing alarmingly of late in 
thia country, and threatens to decimate our 
infant population ; and an ofliuiont inoans of 
dealing with this frightful scourge would bo 
an immense blessing to humanity. One 
thing has been already clearly domocatratod, 
viz; that this treatment Is pcrfeotly harm- 
less whether applied to a diphtheritic

Grounds Upon Wlilob tbe FeUtion Was 
Based-jNo Defence Uade 
by Besuoodent. 

Through her counsel, Mr, R. F. ICIIiottr 
Mrs. Clara Ann Bourohier Chiloott 15eea pro- 
senlod a petition before Mr, Juatice Drake 
yeslerdLiy in tho Supreme court asking for 
a divoroo from her husband Sydney Francis 
Bees, batter known in Victoria as Francis 
Bourohier. The petitioner in her evidence 
stated that she had been married to respond- 
ent in England near Bristol, he then going 
by the uanio of Sydnoy Francis Bees, and 
doing business os a wine merohant. In 18S5 
they removed to 'Victoria, where her has* 
band under the name of Francis Bonrohier 
carried on a real estate business, and in the 
spring of 1SS2 they lived on -Bookland 
avenue. Shortly after that her husband 
advised her to go to Banff, saying it would 
benefit her health, ijho wont there, and re- 
turning a couple of weeks later, found her 
huaband had gone o.^mpiog to Uadboro Bay, 
and waa living with Mi.sa Bertha Cenn. 
Her hueband had not iived with petitioner 
since. Ho had gone away, and did not 
acnd her any money, though be bad written 
to hor for Bomo. 

A former rebidrntj of Bristol, Mr. E, Wal- 
ter, uwiiro that Francis Bourohier, of Vio- 
loria, had boon Sydney Franeia Been in 
Brlmol. 

Captain McUalluru had received a letter 
from roBpondent duted from I'ou^jhkooiiaio, 
New York, 1HU4, in which liourchior had 
Bald ho was arreated and aonlenced lo six 
luonthh' iinprisonmont for not paying hia 
hotel hill.

That 
was at the'en^of 1892 or beginning of 189.'), 
It was also shown that Bourohier had 
camped oat at Cadboro B*y with some oom- 
panions in the summer of 1892 and that Miss 
Genu was one of the party. Bourohier and 
Miss Geon occupied one of the tents to- 
gether. Evidence was also put in as to 
Bourohier and Mias Gonn living together at 
the Rockland avenue residence while Mrs. 
Bourohier was away at Banff.

irOURTU DAY. 
Monday, Novumber )'J, 1S91. 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
ADDRESS IN REl'LY. 

HOK. Mb. MAiiTm ooDtinaed hia remarkB 
OB the motion for the ttdopttbo of t)io 
ftddrusa in reply to the apeeoh. Uu 
' oongratnlated the aantor member from Van- 
ooaver on hia proralae to aapporb every 
meaanre which ia for the good of ' the pro 
vinoe, and ho oonpratalated alao the leader 
of the oppobiiiun, whose aBauranoe. that he 
woulH bn found supporting every wiae meaa- 
nre might almoat bo accepted aa an indica- 
tion Dtiuc butoro loDK ho will be found on tho 
govornmenb side of tho house. (Uear, hoar. ) 
Ho diaaonted from tho statement of the 
mombor from Chilliwaok that of the reliof 
expondituro along the Fraaor fully half hud 
boon wuatod on undcaorving poraona. Tho 
statement he oonaidorod an unjuat rcHootion 
on tho farmers of that diatriot, whom 
ho believed to bo above aucopting re- 
liof from tho govornment when they 
had not auffarod loes or wore not in nood ot 
relief. When tho government had aomo 
yoara ago come to tho asHiatauuo of the aot- 
tlera in the Nicola diatriot whose crops had 
been destroyed by tho grasahoppera tho 
same ory waa raised, and Having made in- 
quiry into the matter ho found that those 
raiaing it had simply alaudorod the people 
in tho deaire to make what they considered 
a point against the government. It was tho 
same hon. member, he thought, who com 
plained that tho Fraaer river waa biiing 
silted up by the operation of tho hydrauhc 
works in the upper country, and that ihau 
waa the cauae of the flooda, but to this atato- 
ment also ho took exception. The hydraulic 
operationa are not nearly ao extensive aa 
tuat hon. member aeema to believe, 
bob enpposing hia complaint to ho 
at all founded on fact, he would like to abk 
whether that gentleman wiahed to havo pro 
hibited an important induatry like the gold 
mining. The ilooda he conaidered alto- 
gether attributable to the backward apring 
and the sudden change to warm. wealber. 
He dieaentod in part from the remarks of 
the hon. member lor South Nanaimo on the 
matter of tho Nicola valley railway and 
tho effect ita couatruction would havo upon 
tho coal industry suppoaiiij.; the Nicola coal 
came up to tho expeutaiiuna. He did not 
believe that aelling that coal in competition 
with the Nanaimo product in Vancouver or 
elsewhere would have any ouch effect as to 
lower the wages of tho operators. On the 
subject cf tho arguments which had brought 
about the defeat of the Chief Commissioner 
of Linda and Works in East Yale, ho 
road from u circular which had been dis- 
tributed there by the opposition, in which 
it waa stated that tho elections on tho 7th 
of July, the day of tho gouiral polling, had 
gone agiinat the then goverumeut, who 
would surely be in a minority in the legis- 
lature. This false statement waa in tho 
ahape of a telegram, but it was addressed to 
nobody and had no signature, the author 
being evidently ashamed to be identiiied 
wltb it, though the opposition canvaascre 
were not ashamed to put it in oiroulation. 
He agreed with all that had been aaid by 
the member for Richmond with reapect to 
the nooeseity for good roada, along Which tho 
farmera may bring their produce to market, 
and to provide such roada would bo his 
policy. (Applause. ) Aa to the desired 
connection between Lytton and Lillooet, 
which had been mentioned the other 
day, he would aay that the superintendent 
of that district hud made a partial report 
upon it, ond orders havo now been giveu 
for spending the $1,000 voted last aeaaion. 
A commencement will bo made by laying 
the foundations of a bridge, which can now 
be done more advautngoouiUy as tho water ia 
low. Ho had made itquiry wilh respect to 
the statement by tho member for Delta that 
a great part of tho money voted for roada 
in that district is wasted, and he found that 
the superintendent there is an honest and 
capable man who can be trusted to seo that 
cbe expendiiuru is judiciously mado. If the 
member has any foundation for his com- 
plaints he should submit the fuels in writ- 
ing to the department. He quite agreed 
t.bftli it) WQuld be advlaable for the Chief 
Oommlasioner to make himself as 
fully acquainted aa poBlible with tho 
needs of various portiona of the province, as 
speaking from exparlencB he knew the tend- 
ency on the part of the members on both 
sides of tho house to make application f jr a 
great deal more in the .way of improvements 
than they have any expectation of receiving. 
(L^^ughter aid applauae, ) 

Mr. Cotto.s' congratulated the new Chief 
Commiasioner of Ltinds and Works on hia 
accaasion to that ollioe, and said ho felt sure 
that hon, gentlemen on both sides of the 
houae were pleased to b(-.o tho energetic way 
in which ho had made hia first ofiioial 
apeeoh. The fact that ho had fallen upon 
membera of his own party ia an indica- 
tion that he will not bo alto- 
gether hidebound. He wiahed to 
take exception to the remark made 
by tho Premier during this debate that he 
hoped the opposition will not take up time 
with iaauea of the paat, for what elso has 
brought about the preaent early aeaaion V 
The enormoua expenditure has landed tho 
government in anoh a dilemma that the 
taouae has bad to be called together. Tho 
Premier aaid the people had settled all past 
di£ferenoe8, but if it can be shown that the 
government obtained the verdict by false 
statements then tho opposition will bo en- 
titled to first appeal tho caae to tho House 
and then to have what they want — a now 
trial before tho country. 

Ho.-^. Mil. Davik — When? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Cotton anaworod that it ia not in 
the intereat of the oppoeition that he ahould 
Bay when, but they will have tho new trial 
in good time. He thought the position of 
the ebvernment ao weak that the leaab wind 
would blow it over. The fiaancea have gone 
behind tho enormous sum of $704,000 in ono 
year, and tho deficits have gone on from 
year to year notwithatandint; the prediction 
in the budget speech for 1889 90 tnat the 
revenue after 1891 would be ample for the 
expenditure, aa the Dominion subsidy would 
thon bu increased by 5.50,000, bringing the 
reveinio up to about $900,000. By tho pub- 
lic acoouuta, at tho end of IHO.'f there waa 
on hand a balance of $;)50,000 of tho 1891 
loan, and an overdraft of §15,000 ; 
at tho end of 1891 tho loan 
had all disappeared and there waa 
an overdraft of S()G,000, though in the moan- 
time tho largo depoait of tho Nakusp & 
Slooan roilway had been received, and ao 
\ far UB ho could BOO there ia nothing to nhow 
for all tho money. In hia estimate for 189.'t- 
94 tho FinuLoa Minister waa out almost 70 
per cent, of the tevvnuo — something it is 
almost Imposaiblo to reull/i. 

Hon. Mil. Tuknku— Quito imposaiblo. 

Mil. Cotton continuing asked what would 
be thought of Mr, Foater or Mr. Harcnurt 
if they were out In their eatimatos to such 
an extent. It is only In British Columbia 
that such an extravagant disproportion is 
ospableof beingoonaldencl. Whenthobudgot 
of 1880 was .pressnted lii was aaid that 
British ColamblA nssd not ba afraid of bor- 
rowioff. beoanio; tho. provinoial debt waa a 
mete fleablte oompared' with the debt of 
other colonies, But to<day, figuring up the 
JIabllltlei Incurred last year, and capital- 



ising it'.c amount of tiabilltiea incurred for 
tho purpogea of railways and otherwiae, tho 
d-obc ia between aix and seven million dol- 
lara, whioh meaha a.por capita charge on 
thn whole white population of about $100 for 
very man, woman and child. In four years 
ho per napita dbbt haa been run up friun 
flotoSlOO, or including tho Indiana from 
$15 to $U3. In tho face of this tho Premier 
bad gone through the country modestly (lay- 
ing, " I don't claim much orqdit,fnr myeoK, 
but I thank God, and tho oeoplo wlll:do ao 
too, that we have such a Finance Minister." 
(Liughter) At that very tinio there waa 
not a rod cent in the treasury, This elate of 
affairs he attributed to iucipauily on tho 
part of the govornment — every iniuiater in it 
exoept tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, who has yet to win his aputs. 
While, aa pointed out by tho member for 
West Lillooet, the peoplo already settled iu 
parta of the country, notably at Pomberton 
Mia lowB, ciunot gut roads, largo sums havo 
been spent upon survoya in iuaooesHlbU) por- 
tioua, iu tlio lust throe years Jllift.OOO hav- 
ing gone fjr surveys for which Iheru waa no 
imniBdiato necessity. II that money had 
been spent near tho towns, ao that tho pro- 
duce might have boon got out easily, it 
would havo mado a groat difference. 
One defect of the govornment ia 
that it ban boon lavish in wild- 
cat Bohemea, to the neglect of more 
homely needs, like Naaman tho Syrian 
liaving no use for tho waters of Jordan. If 
this government remains in power and 
pursues tho aame course ho felt that the 
Itlioilswill continue and 'iiorease, until at 
lasn there will bo complete bankruptcy. 

Hon Mit. Martin — And annihilation. 
(Liugtjtcr ) 

Mk Cottjn-Nj doubt the membsraof 
tho govornment would woloomo annihilation 
to deliver them from unpleaaant metnoriea. 

Hon. Mk Davie — Don't let their 

L'moiics trouble yini. (Liiughter ) . 

Mk Cotton coii:iiiurd that in four years, 
from ISS'J W) to IS!),'! ill, the revenue had 
increased IIS per cent, or 9A per cent, per 
annum. 

Hon. Mr. Tiiunek— Why didn't you 
oomparo it with 1892 9.'t 

Mr Cotton anawered that ho chose 1S9 I 
because there must be eomothiog wrong 
with that year, otherwiae tho legislature 
would not bo called together for the second 
timo. In 1890 the fi.xed cliargea were 
$142,000; in 1894 they were $759,000— that 
begins to give u little explanation of the in- 
croaaa in expenditure of T2 per cent, or IS 
por oent. per annum, against an increase of 
:i8 per cent, in the revenue. Ho would like 
to have the candid opinion of cbe aenior 
member for Victoria on that point, on 
wlietber a larger bualneaa ahould coat more 
proportionately to manage than a amailer 
businesa costs. In 1890 the debt charge 
waa $l.'i2,000 ; in 1894 it waa about $210 
000 exclusive of the buildioga loan of 1893. 
There has in the period referred to been an 
increase in the fixed charges and the cost of 
tho debt, from $.)7l.000 to $!)e9,0( 0, being 
1)9 por coiit , or 17] per cent, per annum. 
This, he held, shows that tho government 
has not framed tho administration with 
due regard to economy. In 1890, 
exclusive of the two heads above 
named, there waa a aurplus of 
$1U,000; in 1S94 there waa a deficiency of 
$'J04,000. It ia iinpcs'iible in any manner 
for tho govornment to justify this state of 
atraira or to show that it can do hotter in the 
future. Every time the opposition deal 
with this quoBtion they have thrown at thorn 
tho expenditure on roads, atreets and 
bridges. In 1890 these were $:i62,000, and 
the surveys oost $7,000 ; in 1S94 the figu'-es 
were $464,000 and $55,000. In 1890 the 
fixed charges (covering tho expenditure for 
civil govornment, the coat of education, hos 
pitals, public institutions, etc., and interest 
and sinking fund) were 97 per cent, of the 
total revenue, exclusive of that from land 
sales, ao that only throe couta out of every 
dollar remained to be spent in repairs to 
roada, bridges and trails, to aay nothing of 
building new onea. But far worae 
waa to come, for In 1894 $1.27 
would be reqnteed to pay thoae charges for 
every $1 that would come into the treasury. 
He declared that he had tried to deal fairly 
with this mutter, and that the figures he 
had given cannot bo controverted. For 1895, 
asEuming the revenue to be up to this year's 
and the fixed chargea the same with the in- 
terest added for the 18911 and 1894 loans, 
they would be $1 .'iG for eveiy $1 uf la.\es 
and the Dominion subsidy. If the country 
had kuown about this state of affairs when 
the elections came on it would have given a 
very different verdict. The government 
made it a strong point to state the[enormous 
sums spent on roads, bridges and works, and 
in hia last budget the Finance Miniatcr 
showed that in the six years from 1st July, 
1887, upwards of $2,000,000 had been eo 
expended, out of which ho took $.300,000 for 
repairs, leaving a total of $1,700,000 claimed 
to remain in asaeta equal' to the amount 
spent on them. He had, however, ignored 
altogether tho amount rtcaived from the 
sale of lands and from dealing with the tim- 
ber. Although this province is very rich in 
natural resources there arc only two items 
that can bo directly dealt with in getting 
revenue — tho lands and tho foresta, though 
there ia indirect revenue from tho minna, 
tho fisheries and otlier sources. If the landa 
andforeain arc sold, tho value of the pro- 
vincial uEscts is ditiiiniahed ///o tantn, and 
therefore tho Finance Minister cannot deny 
that when he receives a million dollars from 
^ho aalo of landa ho has diminibhed tho 
asaeta by that amount. He has simply 
cut oil' cno end of tho blankut and sewn it on 
tho other. The land sales from lat July, 
18S7, to ;iOth June, 189.'{, amounted to 
$1,105,289, and tho timber yielded SU-i.-H-', 
making a total of $1 .'100,000, and loaviug 
after all only $700,000 as tho amount of tho 
boasted investment in good oaaeta. From 
what ho hail eeen in aomo diatriota, he 
would allow $100,000 in place of S.'IOO.OOO 
for mere repairs, which would leavo a bal- 
ance of but $.'100,000, which explodes tho 
theory of tho vast expenditure In public 
works, aa to got the rest of tho sum claimed 
the goverfament has simply parted with 
valuable asaeta. The astute intellect and 
legal acumen of the President of tho Council 
enabled him to see the dill'irence between 
tho policy of tho present government and 
that desired by tho peop'e, for in 
reply to the member for Dewd- 
ncy ho aaid that the government 
ought not to be blamed for the falling off in 
tho land sales, becduso it was tho popular 
wish that the »alea should cease. He 
co-.demned l^r gnv'-.-jmert for ao issuing 
tho Nakuop .Sii>i.^u rtilivny bonds that 
they i.old at only 100, whua being virtually 
government bonda — for the diilerenoe was 
only technical- they ahould haveaold at 115 
orlUi 

Hon. Mu. Tuhnkk— I cannot help but 
laugh I 

Mil Cotton said ho auppoeed tho pioplo 
would havo to laugh when they paid. He 
had noticed tho Premier casting many an 
anxious glance at tho aoat of tho loader of 
the opposition during tho paat few daya, 
and ho had no doubt that tho oauso of 
anxiety woa that Mr. Davio romomberod his 
prophecy of a former session that tho gov- 
ernment would be safe so long oa Hon. 
Robert Boavon continued to lead tho op- 
position, but when he waa out of that chair 
then the government might be in danger. 
That prophecy had not been fulfilled yet, 
but he thought that the Ides of March will 



not find tho Premier in liia preaent chair. 

Hon. Mb, Davik— I sincerely hope you 
are not going to keep us here till March. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr Cotto.v proceeding aaid it was a 
ccniwiumtaiy on the state of the country that 
acuordiug to the Premier's colleague from 
Cowlohan-Alborni the settlers in.aome parta 
of the country cannot lire unless othefs are 
taxed for th'eni, whioh means tihat the coun- 
try ia on the verge, of introducing poor laws. 
A member of the government had been hor- 
rified becanae aomebne bh the opposition 
sido said the rediatribtitlon bill Is not a final 
measure. Yet under it the government 
secured u majority of only 342. If all tho 
oonatiiuonciea had voted tho result would 
havo boon on tho aidonf tho opposition. 

Hon Mk Davik— Why not take those 
who did vote ',' 

Mk Cottun aaid another thing he would 
like to find out was about the Premier's 
trip to Ottawa. Ilo wiahed to know why a 
judge liad not been appointed to fill the 
vuoney on tlio Supremo court bench. 

HiiN. Mk Davik— Wo don't appoint tho 
jud jjea. 

Mk Cotton replied that having lately 
soon nt Ottawa the Minialer of Justice, who 
does make tho appointment, tlio Premier 
ought to toll the bouse. In oonoluaion ho 
would exprcaa the pleasure with whioh ho 
aaw, in the mover of the addreaa, an emin- 
ent businesa man turning hia attention to 
politics, but when Mr. Btthet had applied 
tho same qualitiea and oapabilitiea to poli- 
tical business that he baa to hia own, he felt 
confident he will be found on the oppoeition 
aide. He thought the country ia to be con- 
gratulated on tho charactor of the houae as 
a whole, consistini; as it does of men of 
greater ability and oapacity for affairs than 
in any previous house. Ho was therefore 
hopeful that this session will be produotivo 
of more good than any heretofore. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mil Hi'STKii rose bocauao bo thought it 
only right that every mombor ahould havo 
Bunietbing to nay on thia subjoot. He 
would first congratulate tho houso on tho 
choice made of a presiding officer, whom he 
complimentod on the ability ho had shown 
when previously filling that office. (Ap- 
plause.) As an old member of the house ho 
felt it not out of place for him to aay 
that tho mover and aooondor of tho addreaa 
had distinguished thomaelvoa by the sound 
common aeneo thoy had spoken. He con- 
gratulated his old friend tho distinguished 
mem'jer from tho rattlesnake country on 
having been appointed to tho honorable 
position of leader of Her Mojcsty's loyal 
opposition, aod be may be euro of hia (Mr. 
Hunter's) anpport if he is found occupied in 
assisting the government in building 
up instead of pulling down. It waa 
fitting to refer to the fact that 
the houae ia fresh from a general election. 
It ia indiaputable that in the campaign tho 
oppoaitlon did all that oould posaibly be 
done to put their cauae before the people, 
but tho result unmistakably ia that the gov- 
ernment was auatainod from ono end of th.i 
country to the other. (Applause.) The 
reasona nesignid by the opposition lor the 
return of the government, and tho conten- 
tion of Mr. Williams that it waa because of 
aectionaliem are greatly at variance with 
the facts. That gencleinan had acauaed 
ono member beoauao in his address iu Vic- 
toria ho had said that if elected he would do 
bis beat to boo that Victoria gota all sho is 
entitled to. Ho would liko to know if there 
can bo found such an unmitigated idiot in 
liritiah Columbia that if a candidate in Vic- 
tiria he would not make such a statoment. 
Ho would liko to know if Mr. Williams did 
not make a similar promise in Vancouver. 
Ho asked if that member knows the com- 
pany ho is in — if ho knows he is in the com- 
pany of tho gentlemen who had constituted 
the Mainland Association whose sole object 
was the advancement of sectionalism. The 
contention of Mr, Sword that it was 
the ignorance of tho people, and that 
of Mr. Kitohen that it was simply 
money that had done it, be held were equally 
erroneoua. fle ahowed that of the votes 
polled 18,364 were oaat for the government 
and 13,414 for the oppoaitlon, giving a 
majority of 4,950 in favor of sustaining the 
administration. Applying the' same ratio, 
he found that out of the total of 2,'!, 175 
voters on tho roll the Rovernment would 
have had a majority of 7,07.'i votes ; or to 
tho whole wnile population of 65,527 a 
majority of l7,C(i.'} of tho white inhabitants. 
He thought theso {acts quite sufliolent to 
discredit tho opposition. Aa to the financial 
position, which ho would not here discuss at 
length, ho would ((uito admit that it is not 
so satisfactory as it ought to bo, but ho was 
very far indeed from admitting that the fact 
is to be attributed to bad government. He 
thought the cause ia rather to bo found in 
tho unexampled dopression whioh has swept 
over the world, and to Romo extent waa felt 
hero liiBt year. He thought the government 
are to be praised rather than blamed 
in that they have not pressed tho 
settlers of the country for their 
arrears on account of ' land aalea, and 
for not having forced the collection of rents 
for lauds and timber when in consc({acncc 
of the hard times the people were not in a 
position to pay without hardship. He 
thought the wiadom of a Solomon could not 
have foreaeen alt the oiroumatancea which 
had occurred to cjiuee tho revenue to fall 
short of cxpcctatinns, and that it is very un- 
fair to blame tho Financo Minister for luck 
of foresight. Ho wished to deal hrii lly 
with tlie matter of tho Nakusp Hlocan 
railway, and to say that ho bus every reason 
to buliove lliat that railway will never coat 
tho province a aixpoDci, He understood 
that there is a largo freight traliic already 
developed, that there ia every likelihood of 
a good piBsongtr traliic, and tho road not 
being an expensive ono to run he felt con- 
fident that in another year it could be shown 
to bo a directly paying investment. Tho 
senior member for Voncouvor had referred 
to this road aa u choatuut, and he rather 
thought it would bo proved to bo a hot 
chestnut for tho oppoaitlon. He commended 
tho Kaslo h Slocan project to tho attention 
of the government. Aa to tho Nicola valley 
schemo, of ao much interest in tho con- 
stituency of the leader of tho opposition, 
he did nob think that the government 
should go Into that scheme without a great 
deal of consideration. With reapect to tho 
Shuawap & Okanagan, be aaked conaldera- 
tion of the fact that if that road ia a direct 
charge upon the revenue it has developed a 
portion of ooantry whioh will be a material 
contributor to that revenue. Mr. Cotton, 
or rather that hon. member's clerk, for he 
could not believe that he himself had pre- 
pared the figures whioh aro ao far astray, 
had givon a fabulous sum tor the Ilabilitiea 
of the province, which not just S2,0.'19,7(i7, 
or $2.'l per head, while tho funded debt (a 
only $30 per herd. Tho clerk had evidently 
clappid on about 100 per cent, for oontin- 
genoies, for figuring tho possible liabllitica 
of every sort tho total ia just $5U per head, 
about half what Mr. Cotton road out. He 
saw nothing to bo ularmod about in tho 
situation, but bo hoped that when tho gov- 
ornment ore floating tho now loan thoy will 
make it for a largo enough amount, so that 
next year thoy will not have to go 
og&in upon tho money market. Mr. 
Cotton bold that bankruptcy faced the 
province becauso there waa a 70 per cont. 
shrinkage in tho revenue, but did ho not 
know that many yeara ago the deficit waa 
90 per cent.— and itiir the province is 



prosperous and progrnsRing In 1870 it was 
9 If per cent.; in 1877, (17.^ por cent.) in 
1875, 75 por oent. of tho revenue, He 
hoped that heforo Mr. Cotton again poaia 
as a Snanoial otitic he will Inform :himBeU ; 
if ha will not, then hia party ahould 'depoar 
him at once. In 1885 86 the deficit was 60 
per^cent.— yet the province la atlll allye. 1 1 
was an extrabrdinary-proposition Mr, Cot 
ton stated when he aaid jhat tbe'moment 
tho governmont aell timber and land n they 
dooreaao the woalthtf theprovinoe. WuuUh, 
aa he (Mr. Hunter) had been taught at 
sohool, and according to tho advanced ideas 
of tho metaphyaiciana, meana not merely tho 
poaaeaaion of a large number of useful 
artioiea, but of a largo number that 
we oan and do use. Ho felt per- 
fectly aatisfiod with tho government 
of tho day, that their ideas are progrosaivG, 
and that tho oiiuolry ia safe in tneir hands ; 
and such being the caso ho felt justified in 
giving tliom a hoarty and honorablo sup- 
port. (Applause.) 

The address was then adopted and order- 
ed for preaentation In the uaual form.

Mb. Semun asked that the consideration 
cf the workmen's wagea and the meobanica 
and laborera bill be deferred, aa persons in- 

teroated desired more time to look into 

them. Agreed to. 

(MI.I.ECTION OK S,MAI,I, HKl'.TS. 

Hon. Mil, Davik moved the second read- 
ing of the bill (No. 3) to confer limited oivil 
jurisdiction upon -stipendiary magiatratea 
and police mogiatrates, who by it aro de- 
clared to have jurisdiction, first, in all 
octions in which a justice of tho poaco haa 
by law civil jurisdiclion ; and aecond, iu 
actions of any kind of debt whore the sum 
does not exceed $100, Tho mover explained 
that tho intention of tho bill is to faoilitato 
the collection of email debts. It ia almost a 
copy of tho one ho introduced as a private 
member in 1880 or 1887, but which waa 
repealed upon tho extension of tho county 
court systom, ThoBo courts, however, do 
not meet all the ruiuirements, cspeQialiy in 
distriots like Kootenay and Yale, where a 
judge ia not at all times available and the 
county courta are held at times far apart. 

Mk Williams did not see the necessity 
of giving the magistrate anch powers as pro- 
posed, in places such aa Vanoonver and New 
Wosiminstor, where there are oounby court 
judges. He thought it would be better to 
simplify the county court by establishing 
another one— as in Ontario with a division 
court — giving it jurisdiction say up to $100. 
Tho proposed act ia complicated, and not 
every stipendiary maglatrate would be able 
to carry it out. 

Mil. Ei!EiiT.s thought the bill ought to 
have very beneficial results, though ho aaw 
DO reason why the cities ahould not be ex- 
empted from ita operation, as the outlying 
districts feel the neoeaaity for it more than 
do tho cities. 

Hon. Mil Davie, in answer to Mr. Ken- 
nedy and Dr. Wulkem, laid the costs of ool- 
lootions by the method now propoaod would 
probably be not more than 25 per cent, 
what thoy are at present. 

Mu S.MIT1I apoke in approval of the meas- 
ure. 

Bill read a second time. 

MAXAOEMENT OK THE FIS 11 Eltl K.S, 

Mk. RiTiiKT moved : "That thia houae 
do resolve itaelf into committee of tho whole 
to conaidor tho following resolution : That 
thia government bo requoated to take im- 
mediate steps to arrange with the lloniinion 
government for tho joint manngomont of tho 
lisheriea in thia province upon tho same 
terms as tho province of Outario, until tho 
final aottlement of tho question as to tho 
control of the fisheries now pending between 
that province and the Domiaion govern- 
ment." Mr. Kithet aaid he thought) that 
there arc very few membera who do not 
recognize that the fishery ia a very import- 
ant induatry, and one which sbould be niAn- 
aged upon buainess lines. QDfaoae who are 
largely interested In this matter 

Tub Spkakeb here asked the member to 
defer hia remarks, which he thought it 
would bo more in order to addreaa bo tho 
committee : and after some discussion on 
the point of prooedure the house wenb into 
committee with Dr. Walkem in the ohair. 

Mr. Ritiibt then continuing said that 
reprosontatlons have from time to time been 
mado to tho Dominion government with a 
view to Bccuring such amondmente to tho 
regulations and such now ones aa would bo 
satiafactory to them and to those engaged 
in tho fishing induatry »a well. Every timo, 
however, tho applicants found that thoao 
who hud atudied the buBinoaa know so Uttlo 
about tho habits of tho fish that they had to 
change their opinions from timo to timo, 
and therefore had to make difl'orent recom- 
mendations. The result ia that it ia hardly 
known either at Ottawa or hero whether 
they ore now on tho right road or not. He 
thought it would be altogether impoaaiblo 
for the department at Ottawa to ferm a cor- 
rect oonoluaion in tho abKonco of poraonal 
and local attention such aa la not fjivon 
at preaent, situated as this provioco 
ia, with its great extent of lake and river. 
Though tho nature of tho s&lmon ia pretty 
well known in the old country very little ia 
known of that flah so far as tho PaoiOo coaet 
ia concerned. It is even doubted whothor 
tho oyolo is four or eight yoara, and whothor 
or not the hatohorioa are doing any good. 
At every point new diffioaltiea aro mot, 
which can, he belleved,.be overcome only by 
tho appointment of a boakd— either jointly 
or by ono governmenb or the other exolu- 
sivoly, with power to manage the bnaineta 
on tho apot, instead of attemi^tinKto manage 
it from Ottawa. The matter re^ulree oloso 
study. It ia a queation, for Inabanoo, 
whether the salmon which proceed up tho 
river to tho spawning batia return to tho 
salt water or not.H^f 'hoy do return in any 
conaiderable number it is atrongo thoy 
hove never been noticed on the way. 
Some years ago a oominission appointed by 
tho Dominion govornment was hold hero, 
Mr. Wilmot being sent out aa an oDTioor of 
tho department to ropreaont the govorn- 
ment. Having to appear before the com- 
miaaion he (Mr. Rithet) was more than sur* 
prised to find that any man olaimiog to be 
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impartial could show partiality aa be did. 
It waa Only when it was In favor of hia 
viewa that be would allow evidence to be 
received, and in oonsequenoe of his action no 
good came of the oommisaion. So long as 
Ttir, Wilmot remained a departmental 
ctiicor, ao long would ib be' impossible for 
tho government to come to any satisfactory 
arrangement with thoae Intereated in the 
bueincfs. Ho bad tor many yoara preaaed 
upon the miniotor tho deairabilily of paying a 
visit while tho run of salmon ia on, pointing 
out the necessity that he should come and 
SCO f )r himself, but tho ctTorta wero unauc- 
ceestul, though proniiaea hud from time to 
timo been mado. If it bo found possible for 
this ;;overnn)Cut to take hold of tho matter, 
cither olooo or jointly, it will bo a atop in 
tho right direction, and an advantage to tho 
induatry and to the province at large. (Ap- 
plauao.) 

Mil. Sk.mi.in beliovod that the intentions 
of tho department uro good, though thoy 
have gone the wrong way about tho work. 
He waa not prepared, to say that the inter- 
oata of the Induatry would be forwarded by 
making the oh*nge recommended by the 
reaolutioD, 

Hon. Col BAKi:tt supported the resolu- 
tion, as it would give local outhoLity in 
place t f authority ,S, 000 niiUs away. 

Mil Williams objeoted to the resolution 
beottuae the houae doea not know the terms 
of the Ontario arrangement. 

Hon. Mm. Davie considered the resolu- 
tion a very important one indeed. He ex- 
plained that the right of the Dominion to 
interfere wilh the Ssheries to the end of 
oolleotiog revenue is now* being tested in the 
Supreme court, by a ease between Ontario 
and the Dominion, and that the right of 
Buch control haa similarly been denied by 
this province. The qiiestion is more exten- 
eivo hero, as the fiaheries extend to tidal 
witers. While the matter is pending, and 
aa it may be a good while before a 
decision ia arrived at, tho fiaheries in On- 
tario are to be managed by a joint commis- 
sion ; and the same thing is proposed 
by this resolution. Wo want in tho man- 
agement of the fiaheries hero Bomething 
more than people who carry ordora received 
from :10(IU miles away. He had very good reason 
for thinklrg that tho Dominion govornment 
will bo glad to have some aaaiatanco. To 
obviate the difiiculty .jbout tho terma of the 
Ontario agreement, ho proposed striking out 
tho words with reforenca to it. Having 
seen the Minister of Marine a short time 
ago, he would not be aurpriaed if Sir Cbarlea 
viaited thia province this year, and no doubt 
ho would Qoine again next aoason, 

Hon. Mil. TnuNEii thought the houso 
ought to fool indebted to the hon. member 
who had brought forward this resolution. 
It is a matter of notoriety, be pointed out, 
that no doubt through ignorance aomo very 
absurd regulations are made by the sapient 
ofBoers ab Ottawa. For instance, while all 
know that during the winter monlha some 
of the Qneat table salmon are plentiful, not 
one can be lawfully taken from the 
lat of September to the 1st 
of March. During the paat aeason a regula 
tion was mado altering the size of the net 
to bu used upon ono ot tho Northern rivers, 
when it wuh u matter of imposflibllity to 
niulio the alteration calhd for in time, and 
in con8<i|uoiioo tome of the ushormon wore 
fined for using the only nota they oould net. 
There were many occurrences likothis, bene- 
ficial in no roflpoct and barasaing to tho 
fishermen. 

Mr Williams still objocted to the ru- 
Bolution, now on the ground that there waa 
no ovidenco that tho roprcaentatives of tho 
Dominion and of tho Provincial govern- 
monta reepeotively would agre^. 

After further disenasion the sommittoo 
rose and reported progress. 

TIIANKSfllVING DAY. 

Hon-. Mil. Davik aaked the pleature of

Iho poiut about ciiro in tlio very first 
instrnotion 'oaunot bo too Ktrongly om- 
phasizod, and that every iianiiu. .sliould 
exfcct liis child to lay (irst ;i good, 
. solid, sricntilio iouiidation in tocluiiqtio. 
If children woro brought up to road 
music as they r,eod their primers and 
vero kept at the pianos as a duty, as 
the Httli! Germans iiro, instead of luidc- 
ing pr;irtirn 0])ti()n;d witli the child, wo 
Ehould h;ivo i\ very diit'crenC musical 
atandiird in this country. 

Ill Huiiio cities the public schools are 
making a start in the right direction, 
and if n snitable and practical n) .stem 
■comes into general use the next gonora- 
tiou will be much more mnsioal than 
tho Olio now rising. Canadian Mndioiau 
writes: * 

I have recently visited schools where 
children of 8 wore carrying tsvo part 

liarnicmy ri'iulinp,' at sight, and doing 
it acciiiafely too. This, of cour.so, is all 
vocal music, liuC that is .so essential to 
any soit of instrumental music that, if 
po.ssible, I would teach all my pupils to 
sing biiforo thoy played a not(\ and 
then, combining tho two, they should 
sing every tune they loarnod to play. 
Unfortunately, as yet, people arc! not 
willing to wait for all that, .so we havi 
to begin in tho middle and work both 
ways, with infinitely more pains to 
teacher and scholar. 

Thd ]irafti('e of learning good ii\usic 
by lii'avl i> eonimciiilalilt', but it may bo 
carried too far. For instance, I know a 
young girl who commits everything slu 
learns, oven to etudes and Bach fugm s. 
As s!iO !> studying all the tinu", she nat- 
urally cannot keep them all in practice, 
and so it is only a few of lier latest at- 
tempts that she over can play, whilu tho 
habit of playing without her notes so 
constantly makes hor a very indifferent 
reader, so that .she scarcely can manage 
anything not recently committed. 

I think it should bo considered a pan 
of a liberal education to know the theoiy 
of music as thoroughly as any other 
branch of science and tho history of it 
as well as ancient history, or the history 
of art, even if one iievi'r practices 
enougii to b; cnnio a iierformui'. Tins is 
really tlie least noticed of any of the de- 
partments of music. Some may think it 
onougli merely to oxocuto withotit know- 
ing aiiyilung about it, but it should be 
rcvi'isi'd. ICverybody should know and 
.should play on some in^truulont as 
mnoh as is necessaiy to that knowledge, 
and then tlu! few should execute in a 
manner to delight such an intelligent 
pablic.
